O R D E R  

On February 10, 1992, Kentucky RSA No. 1 Partnorship filed an 

application seeking a Certificate of Public Convenience and 

Necesaity to provide public aellular radio telecommunications 

service, for approval of financing, and for establishment of 

initial rates in Rural Sarvice Area No. 1 ( " R S A  No. 1") which 

includes Ballard, Calloway, Carlialo, Fulton, Ck(IVe6, Hlckman, 

Marshall and McCracken counties in Kentucky. Kentucky RSA No. 1 

Partnership has requested authorization to construct a cell site in 

McCracken County. 

Concurrent with this case, Kentucky REA No. 1 Partnership 

applied in Caoe NO. 92-107' for a Certificate of Public Convenience 

and Necessity to provide cellular service in RSA No. 1 in the 

Draffenville area. In Case No. 92-107, the Commieeion approved the 

1 Case No. 92-107, Application of Kentucky REA No. 1 Partnership 
for Issuance of a Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity to Construct an Additional Cell Facility In Kentucky 
Rural Service Area No. 1 (Draffenville Cell Facility). 



initial tariff and granted Kentucky RSA No. 1 Partnership the 

authority to provide cellular service in RSA No. 1. 

Initially, Kentucky RSA NO. 1 Partnership filed for a 

McCracken county cell site located approximately 1/4  mile weet of 

the intersection of Starr Hill Road and Hendron Road at North 

Latitude 3 7 O  01' 4 2 "  by West Longitude 8 8 O  38' 22". Kentucky RSA 

No. 1 Partnership's request to construct a tower at this sito was 
denied by Commission Order dated July 24, 1992. 

On September 4, 1992, Kentucky R8A No. 1 Partnership filed a 

modiEied application. This application proposed an alternate cell 

site in McCracken County. The alternate proposed cell site 

consists of a 285 foot, or less, self-supporting tower with whip- 

like antennas mounted on top and parabolic antennas mounted on the 

sides. The tower will be located off Starr Hill Road, approxi- 

mately 2/3 mile west of the intersection of Starr Hill Road and 

Hendron Road, McCracken County, Paducah. Kentucky ("the Paducah 

site"). The coordinates for the Paducah cell site are North 

Latitude 31°  01' 5 4 "  by West Longitude 88O 38' 4 7 " .  

Kentucky RSA NO. 1 Partnership provided information regarding 

the structure of the tower, saEety measures, and antenna design 

criteria for the Paducah cell site. Based upon the application, 

the tower and foundation design appear to meet the criteria of the 

Building OEficials and Code Adminietrators International, Inc. 

National Building Code, with reference to earthquakes, winds, and 

tornadoes. 
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P u r s u a n t  to KRE 100,314(1), tho Paduoah cell site's 

conetruotlon l e  exempt from loonZ aoning ordinancoe. Kentucky RSA 

No. 1 Partnaruhlp hae filod appllaatlone with the Federal Conununl- 

cations Commleeion ("FCCtt), tho Foderel Avintion Admlnietrstian 

(''FAA"), and the Kontuoky Airport Zoning Commleelon (ttKAZC"). 

Kentucky REA No. 1 Partnorohlp hro raooived approval from the FCC 

whlle the I U A  elid HAZC application# nro et111 pondlng. 
Kentucky HSA No, 1 Portnorrhlp vorlCIed that enoh property 

owner and/or reeldent wlthln 400 Paot of tho Paduoah cell elte has 
baen notlfled of the pondlng oonetruotlon. Tho notloo 6OliClted 

any coinrnentu and informed the proporty owner and/or realdent o f  

thelr right to Intervene. On Boptember 9 l  1992 ,  the Commlsslon 

received a proterrt lottor from Jnrry A ,  and Judy Johnson. On 

September 22, 1992, Kontuoky RBA No. 1 Partnaruhlp wae ordered by 

the Commlselon to COEpOnd to tho dohneone. Tho Commlaslon 

concurrently notlfled tho Johneone of their right to lntervene. To 

date, no intervention requoutu hsvo been rooolved. 

The Commleelon, having oonoidored tho ovldenoe of record and 

being otherwiaa euffioiently advlood, ClndE that Kentucky REA No. 

1 Partnershlp ahould be grentad 4 Certlfloato of Publlo Convenience 

and Neceeeity to conetruat end oporate the Pnducnh cell site in RSA 

No. 1 under lte previouely spproved tarlPf. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that8 

1. Kentuoky RSA No. 1 Psrtnerohip be nnd It hereby le 

granted a Certifloate of Publlo Convenlonco and noceaelty to 

construct and operate 4 285 foot or leaa 00llUl4r radio 
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tolecommunications antenna tower in RSA No. 1 to be located off 

Starr Hill Road and Hendron Road, NcCracken County, Paducah, 

Kentucky. The coordinates for the Paducah cell nits are North 

Latitude 370 01' 5 4 "  by west Longitude a a *  381 47" .  

2 .  Kontucky REA No. 1 Partnership shall file a copy of the 

final decisions regarding its pending FAA and KAZC applications for 

this cell site construction, within 10 days of receiving t h e m  

decisions.
